OF WISCONSIN TERRITORY ; 


Beeun and held at Madison, in the county of Dane, on Monday, 
the twenty.sixth day of November, in the year of our Lord, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and thirty-eight, and convened pursuant to the

4 ^ lo, ur e ence 
Fellaw-Citizens of the Council MESE: :

You are convened under a new organization of the Legislative As. 
sembly, in conformity with the provision of the 19th section of the act. 
of Congress, creating the Territory of Iowa, and prescribing her form. 
ofgovernment. ‘The division of this T'erritóry 1 consider of the first" 
importance to the welfare and future prosperity of both the people of 
Wisconsin and Iowa. From the great extentof Wisconsin, before 
fhe division, and the diversified interests and pursuits of her citizens, it 
was difficult to enact such laws as weré suited to their wants and con, 
dition. As you have recently been elected the representatives of the 
people, you will bring with you a knowledge of the wants and wishes.

of'your constituents. To legislate, for enlightened freemen is surely : 


one ofthe most respousible duties thàt can, devolve on” members of the. 
same community. I trust that a spirit of harmony will govern your in- 
tercourse in your legislative duties, and that bó seistional jealousies will 
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arise to prevent that union of fei nz, and conceft of action, so neces. 
sary to promote the generil welfare of the people of this young and 
prosperous Teritory. 

By the organic law of Congress, creating the Teiritony of Iowa, the 
members of the Council are electea for the Cim of ivo years, and for 
the House of Rewreseutativcs for the tin of one year 'Phis provi- 
ston of the organic law, creating that Torn ory, is more consonant with 
the spuit of our republican institu''oas, and the rights of the people of 
Wisconsin, than the election of members of the Legislative Assembly 
for the term of fam and two years, azrecable to the p'ovisions of the 
organic law, creanug the Ternto.y. It is wcll known that the tide of 
emigrat on flows to this Terri: tory in tho sping ind. autumnal seasons 
of4he year, and the citizens who Crus aise, and lo ate themselves, 
cannot exercise the rit it of salis tal he end of the quadrennial pe- 
riod, in relation to the Council, and of the be nntal period, inicladon to 
the House of Representatvi >, yet tüey are subject to laws enacted by 
a body in whose clection they hive ro voce I respectfully recom- 
mend to the Legislative Assembly, the justice and propricty of memo. 
r ahzng Congress, ashing them to amend the organic law of ths Ter- 
iitory, so that the Counci! may be com pose of members elected every 
second year, ard UG Ho».se of Represe ntitives!o be composed of mem- 
bers clec'ed annua! ^ 

At the last session of Coagicss a 5 1 vas introduced in the House 
of Representatives for the admission or tus Territory as one. of the 
States of this Union, wh«h was postponed tor want o: time. I recom. 
mend tie early action of the Legs toe Assembly on that mmpor'ant 
subject. The weshes o? the people of this Terntory should. be con- 
sulted at an earl, per od, aad if ho majori y of them determine m favor 
of a State Goseinment, it stad be established. The admission of 
Wisconsin, us one ot the ind: pendent States of this confederacy, at an 
early period, would be productive of much good to her inhabitants ; 
they would be represented in both branches of the national Legislature, 
and her citizens would equal y participate in the enjoyment and advan. 
tages of a state government, when the voice of the people would be the 
foundation of their rights, [rom the great cxtent of ths Territory, 
the fertility of her soil the salubrity of her climate, with the great 
lakes Michigan and Superior, on the east and north ; and the * Father 
of Rivers,” on the west; with her tncahaustab!e treasure of minerals, 
camposed of lead and copper ; with her extensive forests of pine, and 
abundantly supplied with water privileges; with every natural facihty 
for forming a general system of internal improvement between the 
Mississippi and the lakes (our inland seas); supported by the foster. 
ing care of this patriotic and enlightened administration ; with the in. 
telligence, industry, and enterprise of her citizens, her “march will be 
onward,” and the time is not distant when she will form a strong link 
in the chain of states in the great valley of the Mississippi. 
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I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly the passage of 
n law, creating a tax on the lands of non-residents, for the purpose of 
forming a fund to be applied exclusively for the establishment and sup- 
port of Common Schools in this 'l'eriitory, upon such a system as may 
be devised by the Leglslative Assembly. Ths fund to be expended 
under the direction of commissioners, to be appoihted for that purpose. 
By the 6th section of the organic law, creating this’ Territory, it isi pro- 
vided that the lands or other property of non-residents shall not be tax. 
ed higher than the lands or other property of residents. The power 
is given by Congress to the Legislative Assembly, to pass laws on all 
rightful subjects of iegislation, not inconsistent with the organic law. 
The most favorable construction should be given by the Legislative 
Assembly in the exercise of the powers delegated to them by Congress, 
that will best promote the common good of the people of this Territory. 
A well digested system of common schools, established 1n this Terri- 
tory, would contribute more to the benefit of the rising generation 
than any measure that could be presented for the consideration of the 
Legislative Assembly. The benefit of such a system to the poorer 
classes of the commnnity,would tend to that equality among the people 
which is so essential to their harmony, and so consonant with the spirit 
of our republican institutions. Its happy influence over the morals of 
our citizens would promote the cause of Religion and Virtué, and 
cement more closely the bonds of our political union, and be the means 
of preparing the rising generation to participate m the councils of our 


common country, as well as to enjoy and defend our free tistitutrous ` 


from the polluting touch of aristocracy and despo'ism. 

I respectfully recommend the appointment of a joint committee, from 
both houses of the Legislative Assembly, with instructions to investigate 
the state and condition of the several Banks in thus. Terntoty,-atrd-to 
make their reports during the present session. If the banking institu- 
tions have violated their charters, 1t should be known to the people of 
the T'erntory ; and the proper steps taken to arrest a course so injutious 
to the best interests of the community. On the contrary, if they have 
acted in good faith, and not in violation of their banking privileges, it is 
important to their credit that it should be known to the pable.. It isa 
well established fact, that the banking corporations have it in their 
power, and do practice the most gross frauds upon the publie; by ex- 
panding and contracting their issues of bank notes, as best suit the in- 
terests of bank stockholders; and frequently, by making excessive 
issues of their bank notes, when they have no-means of redeeming them, 
From the present state of the currency of this Territory, it would seem 
that a just regard for the rights of the people, requires that their répre. 
sentatives should take such steps as will secure them a good currency, 
and you may rely on my co-operation in support of such 1neasures as 
will aid in effecting that desirable object. i 

By an act of the Congress of the United States, approved June 12th 
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1838, there has been. granted to this Territory and the future state of 
Wisconsin, fer the purpose of aiding in the construction of a canal ta 
unite the waters of Lake Michigan, at Milwaukee, with those af Rock 
River, alternate sections of land, five miles on each side thereof, con- 
taming one hundred and sixty-six thousand four hundred acres. From 
the liberal prov.s:on of this grant of land, ıt may be considered as the 
con mencement of a system of internal improvement, under the foster- 
ing protection of the Government, which will have the most beneficial 
results in promoting the future welfare and piospeiity of the pcople of 
Wisconsin, by opening a direct communication between the waters of 
Lake Maebizan, with these of the Mississippi, by the Rock River, which 
13 the most practicable southern route, passing through a fertile regiom 
of country, well adapted to agricultura] purposes. The completion of* 
the contemplated cana! will be the means by which the products of the 
mining region of Wisconsin, can be more readily conveyed to the east- 
ern markets, which now take a much longer and more circuitous route 
by the way of New Orleans. 

, By the 3d section of the act of Congress, making the appropriation 
for the Milwaukee and Rock River Canal, it ıs enacted that the alter- 
nate sections, and fractional sections of land which shall remain to the 
United States agreeable to the first section of the act, shall not be sold 
for a Jess sum than two dollars and, fifty cents per acre, nor be subject 
to pre-emption. I recommend to: the Legislative Assembly the pro- 
priety'of memorializing Congress, asking the extension of the right of 
pre-emption to all actual settlers on the line of the canal, who, would 
have been entitled to the benefit of a law passed at the last session of 
Congress, granting the right of pre-emption to the occupants on the 
public lands. 1 deem it an act of justice to the settlers on the hne of 
the contemplated canal, that they should be placed on the same ground 
they would have occupied had they been located without the limits of the 
eanul Jands, and, that the right of pre-emption should be granted them, 
at the minimum price of-the public lands. When they made their set. 
tlements they no doubt believed they would participate in common with 
their fellow citizens in purchasing their horoesat the Government price. 
They have had, in common with other settlers on the public lands, to 
encounter a series of harrassing difficulties, incident to the formation of 
new settlements; they have, by their energy and industry, enhanced 
the.yalue of the lands ef the United States m the immediate vicinity of 
the centemplated canal route ; and'are entitled, upon principles of jus- 
tice as well as the usage of the Government, to the favorable eonsideza- 
tion of Congress, It has been the policy of the Government to extend 
every possible indulgence heretofore, to the ocenpants of the National 
domain. ‘This policy is wise and just. The Government lands should 
be sold.to the settlers alone, graduating their price according to their 
value; we would then have a population, owners of the soil, attached 
-to the repubhcan institutions of our country. The desert itself in a few > 
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years would become a fruitful field, and where the unsuhducd forest 
now stands, we would sce a fiee, enterprising population. ‘Lar 
tracts of country 1n t'us '"Peritoiy have been purchased by individual 
spectlatois or by companies, who permit them to lay waste, until they 
will command the highest prices, thereby retarding the settlement of 
the Territory. The nue value of the soil can only be explored by 
labor, and the public lands should cease to be an object of speculation 
when they are so much required for agricultural purposes. i 

I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembiy, the propriety 
of memorializing Congress at an early day of their session, asking that 
the sum of'two hundred and fif. y thousand dollars might be appropraat- 
ed for the construction of harbors and light-houses, at the most impor. 
tant points on Lake Michigan, where surveys have been made by the 
United States’ Engineers, and favorably reported to the Government, 
showing their importance to the public and the practicability of their 
improvement. ‘Che rapidity with which the settlements on the lake 
shores advance, shows the commercial interest in that part of the Tere 
ritory ; and it has always been the established policy uf the Government 
to afford every facility and protection to commerce by diminishing as 
much as possible the dangers of navigation in all parts of the country, 
to which our commerce is extendcd. The great increase of shipping 
upon Lake Michigan within the last two years, can be accounted for 
by the increased scttlements formed on the Jake border. From Chiea- 
go, 1n the State of Illinois, to the mouth of Green Bay, is a distance of 
about four hundred and fifty mles by water, yet there are no prepara.ions 
for the safety of vessels on that shore; they are exposed tothe winds 
and waves of the whole westein coast of Lake Michigan, at the great risk 
of the lives and property of our citizens. From the increased com- 
mercial importance of the town of Milwaukee, and sts location near the 
eentre of the western shore of Lake Michigan, at the mouth of Mil. 
waukee River, where nature has done much towards making a safe 
harbor, and is now the outlet of a gyeat extent of rule country, a part 
of which is now offered for sale by the Governments, the United States’ 
Engineer has.estimated the whole cost of the harbor at the suf ‘of 
ninety-two thousand one hundred and eighty-three dollars and fifty-one 
cents. That amount is surely a small sum for the construction of a 
harbor at that important point, whichis so, necessary for the protection 
of the lives, and the security of the property of our citizens. A larga 
amount has already been received into the national treasury from the 
proceeds ofthe sales of the public lands on the shores of Lake Michi- 
gan, and the public lands are again offered for sale on the Lake border; 
and it would seem, ifa just regard was paid to the rights‘of the people, 
and the interest of the Government, that a part of the proceeds of the 
sales of the public lands, should be appropriated by Congress for the. 


construction of harbors and light-houses on the shores of Lake’ Mich- , 


gan. The public lands would be enbanced greatly in value thereby, 
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and increased facili ies afforded emigiants in the settlement of the lake 
country. 

I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly the propriety 
of memortalizing Congress, asking a donation of one hundred and 
fifty thousand'acres of land, to be sold, and the proceeds to be applied, 
under the direction of the Lemslatve Assembly, in such a manher as 
they may direct for the improvement of the Fox iver of Green Bay, 
the Rock and Pekatoneca rivers, and connecting the waters of Rock 
iver through the Four Lukes, with those of the Wisconsia river.— 
The improvement of the navigation of the Fox river and the Wiscon- 
sin river, at the Portage, a distance of one and one-fourth miles, would 
be the means of opcning a duect northern communication between 
Lake Michigan and the Mississippi. The :mportant results that would 
flow from the accomplishment of that work to the people residing on 
the borders of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, must be apparant.— 
The rich and feiule country, boideiing on these rivers, would be open 
to the enterprising emigraat. The people of the Upper Mississippi, 
and the extensive settlements which are now forming on Lake Michi. 
gan, and the settiers who occupy the intermediate country, would be 
alike benefited. A direct communication would be open to the East- 
ern markets for our Jead and shot, manufactured near the Wisconsin 
river. The United States Engineer, charged with the survey of tho 
Fox river, bas made a favorable report to Government, as to the im. 
portance, and pracucability of the navigation of that river. Steam- 
beats nave navigated the Wisconsin river, during the past and present 
seasons, without obstruction, as far as the Portage of the Wisconsin 
and Fox rivers. The canal, commenced two years since, to connect 
the waters of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers was suspended during the 
last season. The company, chartered for that purpose, have again re- 
sumed their operations this season, and the carly completion of that 
important work may be expected. In my message to the Legislative 
Assembly ın 1836, [ called their attention to the important subject of 
Internal Improvements, and will now repeat what my views were at 
that time on the subject of connecting the waters of Rock river with 
those of Wisconsin. ‘The improvement of the navigation of the 
Rock river, I consider, a subject of vital importance to the future pros- 
.peruy of this Territory. This river waters a large extent of fertile 
country ; a small appropriation by Congress would be sufficient to re- 
move the obstructions in its navigation. 1t is known, from the out.let 
of the Four Lakes that discharges uself into the Rock river, it is not 
more than twelve miles by land; and from the Fourth Lake, not more 
than sixteen miles to the Wisconsin river. Indians have frequently 
descended in canoes in high-water, from the Fourth Lake to the Wis- 
consin riven The great advantzge of this inland communication 
must be apparent; it would greatly enhance the national domain m 
that part of the Territory, and increase the value of land purchased by 


individuals from the Government." 
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The location of Madison, the capitol of Wisconsin, between the 
third and fourth lake, ts the best evidencd of the importance of thig 
part of Wisconsin. The opening a direct water communication de- 
tween the Rock and Wisconsin riveis, would be ef the first importance 
to the growth and prosperity ef Madison and the country adjacent.— 
'The improvement of the navigation of the Fox, Rock and Pekatonica 
river, and the connected navigation ef the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, 
and the uniting the waters of the Rock river with those of the Wiscon- 
sin, through the Four Lakes, is a subject of great interest and of vital 
Importance to the future growth and prosperity of Wisconsin. The 
practicability of the improvement of the navigation of these rivers, by 
means of a small appropriation fiom Congress, will be readily admit- 
ted by ali who are acquainted with, and have a ninu'e knowledge of 
the country through which they pass. 

I have proposed to the Legislative Assembly, to ask of Congress a 
donation in land, believing the Government would more teadily appro- 
priate land than money. Prom the. extent of the grant of land made 
bv the Government for opening the Milwavkee and Rock River Canal, 
I consider that donation of land as establishing a precedent that would 
have a favorable bearing, in the action of Congress, on that subject.— 
Should.the representatives of the people devise a different plan to ob- 
tain these appropriations from Congress, for the completion of the 1m- 
portant object I have briefly presented for their consideration, they will 
have my most hearty concurrence. 

I respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly, the propriety 
of memorialrzing Congress, asking that the sum of one hundied thou- 
sand dollars, may be appropriated for the 16moval of tlie obstructions to 
the navigation of the Mississippi at the upper and lower rap.ds. This 
important work was commenced this season at a low stage of the river, 
and but little progress made towards its completion. ‘Che appropria- 
tions heretofore made by Congress have been entirely too small, con- 
sidering the importance of this woik. Twenty thousand dollars was 
the whole amount appropiiated by Congress, at their last session, for 
the improvement of the navigation of the Mississippi, above the mouth 
of the Missouri. At the last session of Congress, the sum of seven 
millions six hundred and twenty-one thousand dollars was appropriated 
for the improvement of harbors and rivers, and the erection of works, 
for the security and protection of nav'gation. No appropriation was 
made by Congress for the construction of harbors and light-houses in 
this Territory. More than ten millions of pounds of lead is shipped 
annually over the Upper Mississippi: Rapids, from the Lead Mines of 
Wisconsin. It is well known that the greater part of the supplies of 
every kind, for the inhabitants residing in the lead region of country, 
passes the rapids during the fall months, when the River'is generally 
atits lowest stage. The inhabitants of the counties bordsring on the 
Mississippi, 1n this Territory, are greatly interested in the removal of 
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the obstructions to navigation in the Upper Mississipp. The delay in 
lightening stearn-boats, to enable them to pass the rapids at a low stage 
of the mver, and the loss of property, is believed to be equal to fifteen 
per cent. this season on the whole amount shipped. It is not alone 
the people of this Territory, who are interested. in the completion of 
this important work. The people of the "eistory of fowa and tho 
State of Illinois are equally interested. 

Atthe last session of Congress ten thousand dollars was appropria- 
ted for the cons‘ruction of a Terirorial Roid from Milwaukee, by the 
way of Madison, to a point on the Mississippi m this Terntory, opposite 
to Du Buque in the Termtory of lowa. 

The sum of two thousand dollars was appropriated by Congress for 
surveying and marking the most eligible route for a Rail Road between 
Milwaukee and the Mississippi. ‘Phe completion ofa 10ad fiom Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi would be productivo of the most beneficial 
effects, and the settlement of this T'err'ory. would be greatly facilita- 
ted; r'sagricultural, mineral and commercial resources would be bet- 
ter developed ; and the transportation of the mails made more safe, 
which in the present state òf the roads cannot be transmuted with ex- 
pedition or regularity. A good road would greatly facilitate the march 
cr movement of troops, und the transportation of the necessary muni- 
tions of war from our Lake border to our most exposed frontier on 
the Mississippi, should it become necessary, to meet a savage enemy. 
~ I recommend, at the present session of the Legislative Assembly, the 
appointment of Commissioners, compotent to revise the Laws of the 
Territory. A part of the laws of Michigan, since the organization of 
the Territorial Government of Wisconsin, have been repealed. At 
the last annual session of the Legislative Assembly more than one 
hundred laws, of a general and Jocal nature, were enacted—-many of 
them adopted from the codes of the different States of the Union— 
and from a failure in printing them ata proper time, the people have 
been compelled to remain in ignorance of the laws now in force. 

By a resolution of the Legislative Assembly, a part of the Michigan 
laws were ordered to be printed and distributed throughout the Terri- 
tory. This portion would have embraced the most important laws 
from the Michigan Statutes now in force. 1t will require professional , 
men of legal attainments, to revise the laws, and a liberal compensa, 
tion should be made them, to obtain that description of tegal talent ne- 
eessary for the’ discharge of the arduous and responsible duties that 
would devolve upon them. 

At the close of the adjourned session of the Legislative Assembly, a 
contract was made, by a committee appointed for the printing of the 
laws and resolutions, passed at the annual sesssions of the Legislative 
Assemblies of 1836-7-8, and the laws passed at the adjourned 
session in 1838, with certain -other acts selected from those now 
in force, contained in a resolution of the Legislative Assem- 
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bly, approved the 19th of January, 1838. The Jaws,. by contract 
were to be printed in one volume, and fifteen hundred comes were 
to be delivered to the agent of the Legislative Assembly within seven- 
ty days fiom the 30th June last. l recommend the appointment, of 
an agent on the part of this Territory, with instructions to repair to 
Burlington, the present seat of Government for the Territory of lowa, 
to receive the laws of this ‘Territory. if printed, that they may be dis- 
tributed tn such a manner as the Legislative Assembly may direct. 

I respectfully invite the attention of the Legislative Assembly to the 
claims of the inners in the Lead Mine region, on the justice and hber- 
ality of the Goveromeut in extending to them the right of pre-emption 
in the purchase of then mineral lots. I wil repeat at this time my 
views on that subject, as delivered in my message to the Legislative 
Assembly in 1836. “Iwould suggest the propricty of memonalizing 
Congress, as to the justice of granting to all the miners, who have ob- 
tained the ownership of mineral giounds under the iegulations of the 
superintendent of the United States’ lcad mines, cither by discovery or 
purchase, the right of pre-emption in the purchase of their mineral 
lots at the minimum price of the public lands. By the persevenng m- 
dustry of the miners the lead mines have greatly increased in. value. 
They have been, 10 war, many of them, the brave defenders of the 
mining region of country. ‘They werc invited by the Government, 
through her agents, to explore and work the United States’ mines.— 
That meritorious class of the community have strong. claims on thé 
justice and liberality of the Government, that I trust will not be with- 
held from them. By selling the United States’ lead mines without a 
reservation securing the rights of the miners, they would be deprived 
of valuable mineral grounds, that thev have exercised ownership over 
for years. They will not be able to compete with speculators, whose 
object will be to monopolize all the mineral grounds in this extensive 
lead region of country.” 

Important treaties have been made during the last year with the 
Chippeway, Sioux and Winnebago Indians, by which extensive dis- 
tricts of country have been ceded to the United States, which ig of the 
first importance to the growth and prosperity of Wisconsin, as well as 
for the peace and safety of our exposed and extensive frontier. The 
proximity of the Winnebago Indians to our border settlements, made 
the extinguishment of their title to the country east ef the Mississippi, 
and their removal west of that river, of the first importance. It will 
relieve the frontier settlers from the intrusion of the fndians, and be 
fhe means of benefiting the Indians themselves, by removing. them 
from near,our settlements. The amount now paid by the U. States 
in annuities to the Chippeway, Sioux and Winnebago Indians, wil 
have a salutary effect in restraining them from committing acts of 
hostility on our border settlements, knowing that a violation of their 
treaty stipulations would be the means of forfeiting their annuities, 
wpon which they place great reliance. à 
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I would respectfully recommend to the Legislative Assembly, the 
propriety of memortalizing Congress, asking an appropriation to ex- 
tinguish the ttle of the Menomonee Indians to their country bordering 
an the Fox River, from the mouth of Wolf River to the Portage of the 
Fox and Wisconsin Rivers. The United States would then own the 
whole extent of the country bordening on both sides of the Fox river, 
which would facihtate the improvement of the navigation of that river ; 
and the Indian title would be extinguished to a valuable tract of coun- 
try that Would admit of a dense settlement. 

"I respectfully recommend the early action of the Legislative As. 
sembly in dividing the Territory into three Judicial Districts, and the 
assignment of the Judges to their respective Judicial Districts. 

The formation of three Judicial Districts in this Territory, in the 
pluce of two, will produce a change of time in holding the terms of the 
several courts. The due administration of justice requires the early 
organization of the Judicial Districts in this Territory. The lives, 
liberty, and property of all classes of the community depends on the 
due, speedy and impartial administration of the laws. 

At the last annual session, I recommended to the Legislative As- 
sembly the propriety of addressing a memorial to the War Department 
of the Government, asking a supply of arms for the use of the volun. 
teer companies, and for the militia of this Teritory. Ina commun. 
cation, addressed by the Secretary of War to our delegate 1n Con- 
gress, informing him that he had enclesed him a report ot. the Colonel 
of Ordinance, on so much of the memorial of the citizens of Wiscon- 
sin, as rclates to the supply of arms they desire may be furnished tho 
Territory, the Secretary of War states as follows :—* This department 
will cause the necessary armament to be deposited at posts convenient 
to the Territory, subject to the orders of the Government in ease of 
emergeney.” 

At the last annual session of the Legislative Assembly, the laws, 
generally, for the government of the militia were repealed, and froma 
failure in printing them, I deemed it unnecessary to order a muster of 
the militia. this fall, as Courts Martial, for the trial of delmquents, could 
not act, without law for their government. 

After the delivery of the message, the Governor and Council retired 
from the Representative Hall. . 

A motion was then made by Mr. Sholes, that fifteen hundred copies 
of the Governor's Message be printed for the use of the House, which 
motion was amended by Mr. Childs, by striking out 1600, and insert-, 
ing 1000. 

The motion, as amended, was agreed to.

Childs, from the committee appointed to ascertain what progress 
has beeu made in the printing of the Laws, &c., reported, that they 
had called upon the Secretary, and that they had been informed by him, 
that he would submit to the House a communication on the subject re- 
ferred to, in a few minutes. 

The Speaker laid before the House communications from the Secre- 
tary relating to stationaiy. and maps for the use of the Legislative As. 
sembly, and enclosing a letter from James G. Edwards, in relation te 
the printing of the Laws passed at the previous sessions. (See Ap- 
pendix,) * Document A.” 

The report of the committee was accepted, and the committee dis. 
charged. 

Mr. Sutherland, from the committee appointed to examine the Pub- 
lic Buildings, at this place, and report their present condition, together 
with the probable accommodations to be furnished the members of the 
Legislative Assembly, having had the subject under consideration, sub- 
mitted the following report: , 

Thatthey find the Capitol in an unfinished state, and not in a situation 
to be occupied at the present time; but have the assurance of the 
commissioner, (Mr. Bird,) thit the Representatives’ Hall, and Coun- 
cil Chamber, will be in readiness on to-morrow for the Legislative-As- 
sembly ; but we find no committee rooms prepared. . 

We also have the assurance of the keepers of the three public 
houses, that they are partially now, and will during the present week 
be fully prepared to accommodate the members of the Legislative As- 
sembly with board, rooms, &c., to wit: At thé Madison House, two 
rooms that will accommodate six persons—at the Madison Hotel, two. 
rooms that will accommodate four persons each—and at the American 
Hotel, eight rooms, sufficient-to accommodate twenty-six persons. ` 

But we cannot ascertain that more than fifty persons can be accom. 
modated with sufficient rooms for the transaction of business.

That they consider it of great importance to the Territory, that the 
Laws which are now in force should be-arranged and condensed into 
acode. The Laws of Michigan Territory, by order of their Legisla- 
tive Council, were condensedand revised up to the year 1833. Since 
that period the acts of 1834 and 1835 of Michigan Territory, and the. 
acts of the Wisconsin Legislature of 1836 and 1837, have been pub- 
lished in pamphlet form. ) 

It is well known that many of these acts have been partially, and 
some of them entirely repealed. In consequence of which there is: 
great doubt and uncertainty as to what laws are now in force. Your 
commit'ee think that the prosperity and welfare of this Territory re- 
quire that there should be established, for our government, a plain, 
concise, and intelligible system of Laws. We do not.think that such 
asystem ean be proposed during the ordinary course of Legislature. 
We believe that it is a work which requires the close and assiduous 
attention of men of ability and experience. The Legislatures of most 
of the States have found it necessary and expedient at different times, 
to employ commissioners to digest and revise their Laws. And we 
conceive it more particularly necessary for the Legislature to pursue 
that course, when we look at that crude and ill-digested mass of Laws 
by which weare at presentgoverned. In furtherance of these views, we 
would suggest, first, the propriety of appointing a committee, composed 
of members from the two Houses of the Legislature, (or commissioners} 
whose duty it shall be to revise and condense, into a code; the Laws 
now in force in this Territory, and make their report as soon as prac- 
ticable. And, secondly, that three commissioners be appointed to re. 
port to the next session of the Legislative Assembly of this Territory, 
such a code of Laws, as, in thei. “yn, the wants and wishes of the . 
people of this Territory may require.

' Your committee are fully sensible that there is no ‘subject in rela- 
tich to which the Legislative Assembly can be called upon to act, in . 
which the people take a deeper interest than that of the cürrency of. 
the country, or the circulating medium, by means of which all their 
exchange of property, of whatever description, are, ar ought to be, 
affected ; this, of course, we could not expect or wish tó be otherwise, 
knowing that people always take the deepest interest m what most in~ 
timately affects their welfare. If, then, the subject of the currency of 
the Territory is one so intimately affecting the welfare of its citizens, it. 
behooves us, as législators, to obtain all the information upon it which 
can be derivéd from the well settled principles of political economy, 
thé experience of the several States of this Union, and more particular 
ly the origin, growth, past aud present condition of the circulating me. 
dium of our own Teriitory—before committing ourselves by any legis. 
lation which we may afterwards, and, perhaps, too late, regret. 

Your committee entertain no doubt that Banks, when based upon a 
cash capital actually in their vaults, and when confined in their opera 
tion to such limits arid transactions, as experience has shown to be ene 
tirely safe, are a benefit to the community in which they exist. i 

The committee do not intend ta give their views very much in detail 
as to what those hmits and transactions should be, but merely remark 
in passing—that any Bank, in order to be safe, and at the same tinij& 
serviceable, to the people; should never permit its paper circulation ta: 

"exceed its specie captal actually on hand, by a greater ratio than ex. 
perience has shown will be entirely safe, and enable it at all times ta 
redeem its paper, with coin, on demand. 

No ratio of that kind can be fixed-upon which will be of universal 
application to all Banks, as it is so liable to be affected by a variety of 
circumstances, such as the locality of the Bank, its proximity to other. 
Banks, into whose vaults its circulation naturally flows—or to those 
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points where the public revenue is collected, or, more:especíally, the 
confidence which the community, in which its notés circulate, have p 
its ability and disposition at all times, with promptitude and cheerful- 
hess, to meet all its ehgagements. All these, and a variety of other cir- 
cumstances, ue continually operating to affect that ratio alluded to ; 
but notwithstrnding this, every Bank can always determune for itself 
what ratio is safe for it; and that ratio should never, under any cir. 
cumstances, be exceeded, and prudence would require that the circu. 
lation should be confined far within it. 

< Another principle essential to the safety aud utility of any Bank is, 
that its discounts should be confined to business paper—by which your 
committee understand discounts of sucha nature, as are designed ta 
facilitate the borrower in converting his commo Jittes,either in possession 
or expectancy, into cash. To ilustrate : if asmelter has on hand a 
quantity of mineral, which he wishes to convert into lead and ship to 
market—or if'a farmer or miller has on hand a quantity of wheat, which, 
he wishes to convert into flour and ship to market, the Bank should 
aid them by a loan, with which to pay the expenses of converting their 
several commodities into a marketable state, and of transporting them 
to market. Orifa miner wishes to borrow money to pay the expens- 
es of bringing to light the hidden riches of the mine; or the farmer, to 
pay the expenses of obtaining from the soil his crop—these, although 
commodities oaly in expectancy, are yet such as should induce the 
Bank to extend its aid in facilitating the operations of these men. Ifa 
-Bank would confine its operations to transactions of this general na- 
ture, it would at all times be a safe and useful institution... -But that. 
Bank illy discharges the high duties which its chartered privileges im- 
pose upon it, and has but a slight regard for its own safety, when it 
lavishes its pictured promises upon those, and those only, whose sole. 
design is to enrich themselves by speculating upon the fluctuations in 
the price of the various commodities of the country. 

A Bank to be usefnl should be owned and conducted by those who 

have money to lend, and not by those who, wish to borrow ; hence, the” 
discounts of a Bank should be distributed with an impartial hand among 


all citizens in its vicinity, who desire loans, and who bring themselves ` 


within the principles already laid down, and not confined to the few 
who may happen, for the time being, to control its operations ; by pur- 
suing the latter course, it is sure to lose the confidence of the commu- 
nity in which it exists, without which it were'better that it never ex- 
isted. i ; 

A reference to the operations and present condition of any Bank in. 
the United States. will prove the truth of these general observations,. 
and will furnish many useful ideas in relation to this interesting subject 
of banking, but your committee conceive that they would beiter dis- 
charge their duty by confining their remaining inquiries to the Banks 
ofthis Territory. : " 

There are but three Banks in this Territory, in existence, under any 
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charters granted in pursuance of the provisions of law : ‘the Bahk, of 
Wisconsin, at Gieon Bay; the Bank of Mineral Point, at Mineral 
Point; the Bank of Mrwankee, at Milwaukee. Two or tbree other

Neither do they conceive that the Legislature are in possession of 
such facts at present, as will justify them in acting upon this subject ; 
your committee therefore think that there should be three several com- 
mittees appointed by fhe Legislature, to investigate the condition of the 
three. Banh’ above named, vested with the most ample powers to carry 
out that object, nés ^.» 

Your committee further report, that the Fox River Hydraulic Com- 
pany is how issuing Bank notes, and exercising banking privileges y 
but your committee are not advised that their charter confers upon 
them any such rights, or that it has ever received the sanction of Con- 
giess; they, therefore, recommend that the committee, charged with 
the duty of investigating the condition of the Bank of Wisconsin; be 
required to ascertain by what authority the said Fox River Hydraulic 
Company exercise the rights and privileges they are exercising, and 
what have been the natwe and extent of their operations, and general- 


And your committee would further recommend the passage of à gene~ 
ral law, making it felony for any corporation to assume banking pow- 
ers and privileges, unless authorised by law to do so; for which your 
committee will, on a future day, bring in a bill. And they now recam-
